Field 
Ed  opens  your  eyes  to  the  world  around 
you  and  won’t  let  you  look  at  yourself. 

There  are  many  divisions  to  Field 
Education,  the  most  popular  being  Bible 
Teaching.  Some  other  opportunities  are 
youth  ministry,  working  with  the 
disabled  and  elderly,  prison  ministry,  and 
evangelism.  The  list  could  go  on. 

This  is  not  a  program  for  those  who 
want  to  stay  in  their  comfort  zones.  You 
have  to  be  willing  to  be  challenged  and 
used.  This  means  giving  up  your  time, 
being  willing  to  be  stretched,  getting 
deeper  into  The  Word,  and  amazingly 
enough,  discovering  your  potential. 

Most  people  in  Field  Education  would 
probably  agree  that  they  learn  more  from 
their  ministry  than  the  people  they  are 
ministering  to. 

“I  like  Field  Education  because  it 
keeps  you  from  being  held  up  inside  the 
bubble  here  at  school,”  said  Wendy 
Forkas  who  works  with  Department  of 
Youth  Services  inmates  at  Birchwood. 
“You  have  a  chance  to  practice  what  you 
learn  in  class  and  the  opportunity  for 
hands-on  experience,”  she  added. 

Next  time  you  wonder  if  you’re 
making  a  difference  in  the  world, 
consider  your  Field  Education  ministry.

Hurricane  Andrew  came  like  a  thief  in  the  night. 
Without  warning  of  its  power,  Andrew  ripped 
through  southern  Florida  and  left  a  path  of  destruc¬ 
tion. 

Amy  Hobbs  lives  in  Kendall,  Florida.  She  is  a  grad 
student  here  at  CBCS  and  is  in  the  TEFL  program. 
Her  home  is  a  few  miles  north  of  Homestead, 
Florida,  where  the  eye  of  Hurricane  Andrew  came 
to  rest.  Amy  was  staying  with  her  parents  in  Kendall 
when  they  heard  that  Andrew  was  on  its  way. 

At  6  p.m.  on  the  day  of  the  hurricane  the  wind  began  to  pick  up. 
By  1  a.m.  the  sky  was  a  blue,  neon  color  and  the  wind  speeds  were  up 
to  218  m.p.h.  Amy  and  her  parents  stayed  in  her  bedroom  to  wait  the 
storm  out. 

During  the  storm  Amy  could  feel  the  wind  blowing  through  her 
house.  One  of  their  main  windows  was  completely  broken,  and  part 
of  their  roof  was  torn  up.  “I  have  never  been  more  terrified  in  my  life," 
Amy  said.  There  was  nothing  they  could  do  but  trust  God  for  their 
safety.  The  storm  ended  at  about  8  that  morning. 

Amy  said,  “I  could  sense  God’s  presence  during  the  whole  storm 
even  though  I  was  pretty  frightened.  He  protected  us  the  whole  time.” 
Concerning  the  timing  of  the  storm,  Amy  pointed  out  that  more 
people  would  have  been  hurt  if  it  had  occurred  during  the  day.  Because 
the  storm  occurred  at  night,  more  people  were  home  and  better 
protected. 

Although  there  was  much  tragedy  involved  with  Hurricane  An¬ 
drew,  there  were  many  people  who  experienced  God’s  grace  during  this 
time.  Amy  Hobbs  is  one  of  them.  To  hear  her  story,  to  know  about 
the  destruction,  and  to  see  her  today— adding  a  smile  to  life— is  a 
beautiful  reminder  of  God’s  amazing  grace.

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God's  Grace 


“We  don’t  call  it  a  revolution,  we  call  it  a  miracle!”  Columbia 
Bible  College  Junior  Adina  Mihet  exclaimed.  The  past  few 
years  have  been  history-makers  in  Eastern  Europe,  and  Adina’s 
family  found  themselves  watching  history  change  right  before 
their  eyes. 

The  revolution  in  Romania  started  on  December  20,  1 989, 
in  Adina’s  home  city,  Timisoara.  In  an  attempt  to  curb  the 
protest,  Romanian  President  Nicolae  Ceausescu  called  a  mass  meeting  in  the  capitol 
city  of  Bucharest.  Instead  of  subduing  the  protesters,  however,  the  meeting  turned 
into  a  full-scale  revolution  which  spread  to  the  entire  country.  Many  people  were 
killed  in  the  days  that  followed. 

Although  being  a  Christian  was  not  illegal,  it  was  greatly  discouraged  under 
Ceausescu’s  rule.  Adina’s  father,  a  pastor,  was  threatened,  put  on  trial,  and  hassled 
by  the  secret  police.  School  was  not  easy  for  Adina  either.  Her  teachers  verbally 
persecuted  her.  God’s  peace,  though,  continually  sustained  her  family,  and  she  had 
opportunity  to  witness,  even  at  school.  Along  with  her  uncle,  Adina’s  father  was  first 
to  set  fire  to  Ceausescu’s  Communist  books.  The  revolution  was  a  frightening  time, 
and  the  streets  were  dangerous  for  weeks.  “It  was  bad,”  and  “frustrating”  as  well,  tor 
the  outside  world  knew  nothing  of  the  initial  struggle,  Adina  said. 

The  revolution  seems  almost  a  paradox.  In  stark  contrast  to  the  terror,  Adina  sees 
it  as  a  tremendous  work  of  God.  Romania  is  a  different  country  now.  The  revolution 
has  sparked  a  “big  revival,”  and  Christian  schools  and  universities  have  been 
established.  Just  two  days  after  the  revolution  started,  Romanians  were  shouting 
jubilantly  from  their  cars,  “Victory,  victory!”  After  45  years  Communism  was 
defeated  in  Romania,  and  masses  of  people  knelt  in  the  streets  and  recited  the  Lord’s 
Prayer.

- God's  Grace - 

December  1,  1990  was  the  day  I  boarded  a  plane  at 
Frankfurt’s  Rhein-Main  Airport  bound  for  Dharhan,  Saudi 
Arabia.  I  was  a  soldier,  and  a  member  of  the  1st  Infantry 
Division  Forward  (The  Big  Red  One).  My  unit  was  assigned 
to  guard  the  seaport  at  Dammam.  Uncertain  of  what  the 
future  held,  I  mentally  prepared  myselt  for  the  worst-case 
scenario. 

In  Saudi  Arabia,  I  quickly  settled  into  the  routine  of 
events.  Things  changed,  however,  around  12:30  a.m.  on 
January  16,  1991,  when  I  was  roused  from  sleep,  told  to  put 
on  my  chemical  suit  and  ingest  a  nerve  agent  antidote  pill. 
The  war  had  started;  Allied  air  forces  had  commenced 
attacking  targets  in  Kuwait  and  Iraq,  the  start  of  a  30-day 
barrage  of  bombs  raining  down  on  dug-in  Iraqi  soldiers.  The 
Iraqis  returned  indirect  fire  with  the  infamous  Scud  missiles. 
My  unit  was  the  first  to  come  under  attack. 

One  would  think  that  I  would  be  overcome  by  fear,  but 
this  was  not  the  case.  The  fervent  prayers  of  my  family  and 
friends  sustained  me.

This  sense  of  peace  did  not  go  unnoticed  by  those  around 
me.  In  fact,  it  presented  an  excellent  witnessing  opportunity. 
Guys  that  I  had  been  trying  to  share  the  gospel  with  for  over 
two  years  with  no  success  were  suddenly  very  receptive.  Now, 

I  was  in  constant  demand  to  answer  questions  about  salvation 
and  eternity.  I  was  able  to  distribute  over  300  Bibles  to  fellow 
soldiers.  Seeds  were  planted  in  many  hearts. 

I  am  really  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  what  He  allowed  me 
to  experience  while  I  was  in  the  Gulf.  He  proved  Himsell  to 
me  on  a  daily  basis.

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- God's  Grace - 

In  His  grace  God  makes  dreams  come  true.  A  phone  call  that  began  with  the  words,  “Haifa  Dai,” 
a  greeting  from  Guam,  brought  Steve  Bradley  the  position  he  had  dreamed  of:  teaching  Field  Ed  at 
CBCS. 

He  and  his  wife,  Pat,  had  come  home  from  the  mission  field  of  Micronesia  when  both  developed 
health  problems.  Although  they  wanted  ro  be  in  the  South  Pacific,  it  seemed  wise  to  stay  in  the  U.S. 

God  provided  for  their  needs  by  giving  them  positions  as  missionaries-in-residence  at  LeTourneau 
University.  But  that  position  was  coming  to  an  end.  Bradley  was  offered  the  opportunity  to  direct  the 
mission  they  had  served  with,  or  to  go  with  another  mission.  But  God  gave  no  peace  about  either 
option. 

“I  had  a  dream  on  the  field  of  working  in  a  Bible  College,  ”  Bradley  said.  But  it  didn’t  seem  possible. 

Their  oldest  son  Peter  was  a  CBS  student  and  his  wife  a  CBCS  staff  member.  During  a  telephone 
call,  his  wife  Sue  told  them  she  had  just  heard  that  Otis  Braswell  was  retiring  from  his  position  a 
director  of  the  Field  Ed  office. 

Bradley  wrote  to  Hap  Struthers  and  applied  for  the  position.  It  was  Struthers’  voice  that  greeted 
Bradley  with  the  Guamese  hello,  “Hafa  Dai.”  Struthers  had  lived  on  Guam  and  knew  many  of  the 
people  in  Bradley’s  mission. 

“It  was  something  I  had  never  dreamed  would  be  possible  --  to  work  with  students  going  into 
missions,”  Bradley  said.  “It  was  God’s  direct  leading  through  one  phone  call.  God  led  us  directly, 
and  He  made  it  very,  very  clear  that  He  led  us.” 


The  thing  that  comes  to  mind 
when  I  think  of  God’s  grace  is  how  He 
brought  me  back  to  Himself  when  I 
didn't  deserve  to  come  back. 

As  a  child  I  had  all  the  right 
experiences,  with  parents  who  loved 
me  and  loved  the  Lord,  and  who  were 
the  same  in  private  as  they  were  in 
public.  Under  their  instruction  I 
came  to  know  Jesus. 

And  yet  I  went  to  college  and  sat 
at  the  feet  of  teachers  who  were  unbe¬ 
lievers,  and  I  accepted  their  belief  sys¬ 
tem.  In  time,  through  God's  grace,  He 
brought  me  to  Himself.

dren."  With  that  reas¬ 
surance  from  God's 
Word,  we  set  out  to  take 
careofour  "gift"  that  we 
already  loved  more  than 
anything-  and  she  was 
only  a  couple  of  hours 
old! 

Through  open-heart 
surgery  and  three  other 
surgeries,  a  total  of  six 
months  in  the  hospital 
and  setting  up  a  "minia¬ 
ture  hospital"  in  our 
home,  we  learned  to  lean 
on  God's  grace  every 
minute  of  every  day. 
God  graciously  equipped 
Kathryn  with  a  joyful 
spirit  that  was  evident 
through  all  her  pain.  We 
learned  much  about 
contentment  from  our 
precious  little  gift! 


God,  in  His  mercy, 
called  Kathryn  home  in 
December  of  1991,  af¬ 
ter  almost  eighteen 
months  of  a  life  lived 
with  joy  and  content¬ 
ment  in  the  midst  of  all 
the  pain  and  suffering. 
God's  grace  has  been 
even  more  real  in  learn¬ 
ing  to  live  with  the  in¬ 
credibly  achingvoid  that 
we  have  to  live  with  the 
rest  of  our  lives.  We 
miss  Kathryn  terribly, 
but  through  her  life  and 
death  we  have  learned 
first  -  hand  that  God 
will  not  allow  anything 
in  our  lives  that  He  will 
not  give  us  the  grace  to 
endure  and  persevere 
through.

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National  Religious  Broadcasters  has  named  WMHK  the  Radio  Station  of  the  Year  for  1993. 
The  award  is  presented  annually  to  the  “most  deserving  religious  station  in  the  United  States.” 

WMHK  was  selected  after  nominations  were  received  and  voted  on  this  past  fall  by  nearly 
10,000  readers  of  Religious  Broadcasting  magazine. 

WMHK  General  Manager  David  Morrison  said,  “It  means  a  great  deal  to  me  personally  to  see 
what  WMHK  listeners  have  made  the  station.  It’s  not  my  doing.  It’s  the  listeners  that  have  made 
it  all  possible.” 

According  to  Morrison,  this  award  is  a  partial  fulfillment  ol  the  vision  held  by  Columbia  Bible 
College  &  Seminary  since  the  early  1960s.  “The  school  has  always  believed  that  the  station  should 
present  a  model  of  excellence  to  CBCS  students  and  Christian  broadcasters,” 
he  said. 

When  he  first  discussed  the  possibility  of  a  radio  station  with  CBCS  President  Robertson 
McQuilkin,  Morrison  saw  little  potential.  “All  they  had  to  show  me  was  what  looked  like  World 
War  II  radio  equipment  piled  up  like  junk  in  one  corner  ol  a  room  and  a  building  in  the  woods 
with  an  inoperative  radio  transmitter.  ’ 

On  the  return  trip  home,  he  read  a  book  about  the  development  of  CBCS  and  all  the 
“impossibilities”  that  had  become  possibilities  at  the  school.  “By  the  time  the  plane  landed,  I 
decided  that  I  wanted  to  be  a  part  of  the  impossible,” 
said  Morrison. 

In  November  1975,  the  radio  tower  was  erected.  At  7:30  p.m.  on  August  30,  1976,  WMHK 
began  broadcasting  to  thousands  of  listeners  throughout  the  Midlands. 

Today,  WMHK  broadcasts  to  a  weekly  audience  of  over  70,000  listeners.  The  station  also  has 
received  Scribe  Magazine’s  1992  Best  Feature  Award,  the  United  Press  International  1991  Best 
Feature  Award  and  the  Associated  Press  1991  First  Place  Feature.

Speaker  Dean  Woodward  was 
definitely  a  vessel  used  by  the  Lord  to 
exhort  the  CBCS  family  to  strive  for  a 
deeper  relationship  with  God. 

As  Freshman  Alan  Wenger  said. 
Woodward  “inspired  many  students  to 
pray  for  God’s  close  fellowship  in  their 
lives.”

God's  Greatness 


Those  of  you  who  were  unable  to  attend 
Homecoming  ’93  missed  a  great  time.  It  was  a 
wonderful  time  for  me  to  sit  back  and  watch 
others  carry  on  the  ministry  since  the  doctors 
only  allowed  me  to  attend.  The  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  our  Executive  Assistant,  Ruth  Epstein, 
took  charge  and  did  a  superb  job.  What  a  joy  to 
witness  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  see 
the  plan  come  together.  My  only  regret  was  not 
being  able  to  spend  time  with  many  who  had 
come  back  to  campus  for  the  first  time,  as  well  as 
those  who  came  back  to  “soak  in  some  good  old 
CBCS  atmosphere.” 

Thirty  years  ago,  I  was  told  by  a  physician 
that  I  was  at  risk  with  my  heart  because  of  family 
history  of  heart  disease.  He  suggested  a  program 
of  exercise  and  diet.  He  said,  “This  may  not 
prevent  a  heart  attack  but  it  should  give  you 
some  more  time.”  30,000  miles  of  running  and 
30  years  later,  the  attack  came.  The  condition¬ 
ing  helped,  but  without  the  Lord  going  ahead 


and  preparing  the  way,  I  would  not  be  here 
today. 

I  had  no  idea  what  happened  to  me  the 
morning  of  January  13.  I  ran  three  miles,  had 
devotions,  ate  a  light  breakfast,  drove  to  the 
campus,  opened  my  office  door— and  four  weeks 
later  realized  I  was  in  the  hospital.  My  wife, 
Betty,  and  others  have  filled  in  the  details  for  me. 
My  mind  recalled  Ephesians  2:1-4.  I  realized 
that  as  I  had  been  without  hope  spiritually  but 
made  “alive  in  Christ,"  so  I  had  been  dead 
physically  and,  seemingly,  without  hope.  But  as 
the  saints  prayed,  the  Father  was  pleased  to 
answer,  and  encouraged  the  physicians  who, 
feeling  hopeless,  continued  working  to  save  my 
life.  The  promise  from  I  Peter  3:12  expresses  it 
well  when  Peter  quotes  Psalm  34— ’’For  the  eyes 
of  the  Lord  are  upon  the  righteous  and  His  ears 
attend  to  their  prayers.” 

My  heart  was  overwhelmed  and  I  was 
humbled  with  the  display  of  love,  care,  and 


concern  from  the  body  of  Christ.  Knowing  there 
were  prayers  for  me  from  around  the  world 
reminded  me  again  of  our  God’s  greatness,  and 
that  neither  time  nor  distance  limit  Him  or  our 
access  to  Him.  The  fact  that  my  attack  happened 
within  1 00  feet  of  four  associates  who  had  CPR 
and  medic  training  allowed  for  immediate  life¬ 
saving  attention.  Other  associates  and  students 
filling  the  hall  praying  for  God’s  intervention  on 
my  behalf  was  no  small  matter.  All  the  events 
show  that  in  our  greatest  needs  the  Lord  goes 
ahead  and  prepares  the  way.  None  of  us  know 
why  we  are  where  we  are  at  any  given  moment. 
However,  the  Lord  encourages  us  with  events 
like  this  to  assure  us  that  He  is  Sovereignly  in 
control.  Praise  His  Holy  Name!
